Priority 

This application is a 371 of PCT/US04/18202 06/04/2004, which claims benefit for 
domestic priority under 35 U.S.C. § 1 19(e) [to a provisional application 60/476,369 06/05/2003], 
is acknowledged. 

Status of Claims 

Claims 3-5, 12-15 and 18-20 are currently pending in the application. Claims 1-2, 6-11 
and 16-17 have been canceled. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

Receipt is acknowledged of Information Disclosure Statement (IDS), filed on 
12/04/2008, which has been entered in the file. 

Response to Election/Restriction 

In response to the restriction requirement, Applicants have elected Group II, [which 

includes claims 4, 13-15 and 19, which are drawn to a compound of formula II] is 
acknowledged. However, during a telephonic interview with Dr. Viola Kung (Attorney for 
Applicant) on February 04, 2010, Applicant has agreed to cancel non-elected claims 1-2, 6-11 
and 16-17. On the other hand, Examiner has agreed to rejoin claims 3, 5, 12, 18 and 20 (after 
amendment) with the elected Group II, because they commensurate within the scope of elected 
invention. Therefore, the restriction requirement is hereby withdrawn and hence, all remaining 
pending claims 3-5, 12-15, and 18-20 are currently examined and found allowable over the prior 
art of record.
